U.S. 7th Takes Nuernberg 


Then Strikes for Munich 


From CP, AP and BUP Dispatches 
ADVANCED BATTLE HEADQUARTERS, AEF, Germany, April 20.— 
Nuernberg, famed “shrine city” of the Nazi party, from whose great sports stad- 
ium Adolf Hitler made his annual birthday orations to the German nation, fell 
4 today to the U.S. 7th Army. 


The last remnants of the fanatical German defenders 
| were wiped out to a man, and units of the U.S. 7th Army then 


Hitler’s “last redoubt” in the Bavarian Alps. 


The fall of Nuernberg came on Hitlér’s 56th—and per- 
haps last—birthday. But there were no birthday celebra- 
tions or speeches today, although all the major cities of 
Germany which Hitler still rules were ablaze like candles 
in the grimmest birthday the Fuehrer has ever known. 
~ The other cities in the Reich, in 
ing the great industrial centres 
of the Ruhr and the Rhineland, 
|were blackened, smoking ruins, 
|bomb-torn and flame ridden, and 
Kage as a nation, had practic- 
ally ceased to exist. 

The final battle for Nuernberg 
was concentrated in a mile-square 
patch in the centre of the city. A 
Nazi garrison of upwards of 1,000 
fanatical elite guards holed up 
inside a walled and meated fort- 
ress, obeying to the letter their 
Fuehrer's order to defend his 
“shrine city” to the death,

The voice of Frau Scholtz-Klink 
was an important one in Germany 
when the Nazis were victorious in 
their paths of aggression.

He said the goal of the Canadian 
people, irrespective of party affili-| 
ation, should be a Canada in which| 
the standard of living is limited 
only by the amount of goods and 
services that can be produced, in- 
stead of being limited by the 
amount of money in the pockets of 
individuals. 


DEBT-FREE MONEY 
“The solution lies in the govern 
ment creating its debt-free 


money to augment buying power, 
Mr. Manning stated. “That is the 
only solution.” 

Discussing family allowances, the 
premier recalled reception accord- 
ed the Social Credit $25-a-month 
dividend suggestion 

Today Mr. King (Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King) says ‘not $25 a 
month but $8 a child he com- 
mented 

He pointed out the government 
can obtain money from two 
sources only; direct or indirect 
taxation, or by borrowing, which 
must be repaid through taxation. 

If the, tax $600 million out of 
the Canadian people and then turn 
around and pay it back to the peo- 
pie, there is nothing in that process 
which increases buying power of 
the whole people,” Mr. Manning 
went on. While some families might 
have a little more money, it would 
only be because others have a little 
less 

There are actually some people 
in Canada who think their troubles 
are over, because of the baby

Social insurance plans suggested 
today call for contributions bj 
workers, by employers and by the 
government, Mr. Manning pointed 
out 

He said when the worker con 
tributes to an unemployment fund 
his standard of living immediately 
is lowered by amount of the con- 
tribution,

it by adding his share on to price 
charged for his good which 

therefore paid by those who buy 


the goods 

“Then the government puts its 
contribution into the fund,” said 
Mr, Manning, “But where does 
the government get its share?” he 
asked, “It comes from the work- 
er, who has paid his share and the 
manufacturer's share too.” 


He said the plan worked down 
the “big-hearied worker” who paid
